; is the great unhappineſs of the ge- 
nerality of the men of the World; that 
they know.not how to ſet a due eſtimate 
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2 A Funeral Sermon, |, 
upon thoſe thinos and perſons , that God 


doth deſign to be bleflings to them. For 
either they do idolize them, and ſet them 
up in the place of God ; or elſe on the 
other ſide, they do too too much yilipend 
them, and are not thankful to the Almigh- 
ty; for that bleſſing and benefit they receive 
by them. ne lol ajndiitol 

'For the remedying of this double Evil, 
God is pleaſed to make uſe of a twofold 
method. To cure our ovyer-valuing of ſuch 
Inſtruments, God is pleaſed to vilife them, 
.and to ſhow ns the Emptineſs and Inſufh- 
ciency that is in them to ſuſtain that Bur- 
then that we will needs lay upon them : 
Ceaſe ye from man whoſe breath is m his noſtrils, 

for wherem is he to be accounted of, Hai. 2. 22. 
' To cure us of '(or if you will rather, to 
revenge upon us) our unthanktulneſs for 
them; God is pleaſed ſometimes, very un- 
{eaſonably as unto us, to take them away, 
and deprive ns of them: that ſo, by the 
miſchief that will inevitably attend their 
departure from ys, . we may be made to ac- 
knowledge the greatneſs of that Bleſſing, 
that God did defign to afford us by _ 
The 
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The Jewith.Church: and Stare were at 
this time verging towards ruine and de- 
ſtruction. They had for a long time mocked 32 
the meſſengers of God, deſpiſed his words, miſuſed 
his Prophets ; hated them that reproved them im 
the Gate; been unthankful for all thoſe 
means and methods of his Grace, that he 
had uſed towards them for their good. 

And therefore God being now about ?6.18.59- 
to make a way tor his Wrath : He threatens 
by the Prophet, that he would re- 
move. and take away all thoſe ;things, 
and Perſons (eſpecially) that had hitherto 
been their ſupport and ſtay, and that had 
ſtaved off ruine and deſtruction from 
them. For behold, the Lord, the Lord of Hoſts, 
doth take away, &c. 

The external Happineſs and Proſperity | 
of every State, doth conſiſt in the Enjoy- 
ment of thoſe things and Perſons, that m 
Text hath reſpe& unto, and which here 
God threatens to deprive Judah of, viz. the 
Abundance of thoſe things which are ne- 
ceſlary for the Conſervation of Life natu- 
ral; the military power and: ſtrength char 
it hath to preſerye what is its own, and.to 
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reſiſt thoſe that would invade our Rights ; 
The Wiſdom of our Counſellers, the Inte- 
grity of thoſe that are to adminiſter Juſtice 
between man and man, gc. To which'if 
you add Good Prophets alſo to inftruct us 
in the things of God ; There is nothing 
then that is wanting, on Gods part to be 
done, to make ſuch a People a Happy and 
flouriſhing People. And all this now God 
had done for the Jewiſh Nation ; but by 
their Unthankfulnels for, and Unworthy 
walking of ſo great mercies , they had 
provoked God to take them all from them 
again'; which accordingly he threatens 
here in my Textto do ; and that in ſuch a 
time too, wherein (of all others) they 
could worſt have ſpared them. 

I ſhall not pretend to ſo nauch Curioſi- 
tie, as to go about to make any Nice (or 
at this time, Needleſs) diviſion of the Text. 
Nor ſhall I ſo much as pretend to ſpeak to 
every particular in it, which might other- 
wiſe adminiſter ſufficient matter of profita- 
ble diſcourſe. It ſhall ſuffice, as that which 
is pertinent to the preſent occaſion, to: re- 
commend only thele two things from it, to 


your obſervation. Firſt, 
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\ Firſt, Thar Great men in-Great places, 
eſpecially if they be Good as well as Grear, 


they are a great ſtay and ſupport. to-the

Church and State wherein they are. -' :. 

Secondly, "Fhar it is but a fad' Progno- 
ſtick of approaching Evils, when God takes 
them away at fuch times and ſeaſons, when 
their longer abode amongſt us, is more 
than ordinarily neceflary.

| Peopk, of Magiſtrates and Subjes,of Ri 
lers and Ruled, _that creates Glory to any 
State or Nation. When the King fits in his 
Throne, environed with a Wiſe and honour- 
able, with a faitbjul and religious Council, that 
Efth.19-3-Jike FAordecat, do really ſeek the good and 
. . proſperity of the whole body politick. And 
when from thence Juſtice and Righteouſneſs 
flows down by:themheans of inferiour Ma- 
giſtrates, toall mdifferently. And'when there- 
upon the People love, and honour, and obey 
their Rulers : there is the:moſt Glorious ſpe- 
Aacle that Earth affords. - -- 7 
Then, it ever, . 2all our ſons be as Plants 
grown up in. their Youth, and our Daughters as 
Corner-ſtones-poliſhtd after the ſimilitude of a Pa- 
lace.

Verſe, the Prophet tells us, when. all this 
miſery did commence; vizy -when:God had 
deſpiſed in the indipnation of -bi$.anger both the 
King and the Prieſt, or Prince.

Gol of Order, and: not of Confuſton,. and 
when- he: inieahds to preferve the Beauty, 
and:Order, and Ornament of any Nation, 


| he will then with hisown right hand ſa- 


ſtain thoſe Pillars of it, that are its Orna- 
ment. 

' Bur: then./as I ſaid, Great men in in high 
places, eſpecially if good men too, they are 
the ſtrength and ſtability, the ſay and ſup- 
port of the-Church and State wherein they 
are... What the Poets feigned of their Arlas, 
that he ſuſtained the Heavens upon his | 
ſhoulders ; is in a ſober ſenſe true of the 


Great: and Noble men of the Earth,(luppoling 


them.Religious withal) that are in place 
of Power. They, under God, do ſuſtain the 
World. The Burthen of Church and State 
lies-upon +their. Shoulders , and like . the 
fron: Pillars oh an dv * they" _ up 


all from Ruine.:. 
And 
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And when God in his righteous judg- 
ment ſuffers ſuch Pillars once to be pulled 
down; it is not long betore all things in 
Church and State will run to Confuſion, as 
we lately found in this poor Kingdom, by 
ſad Experience. 

When there was no King in Tſrael, then 
every one did that which was right im bis . 
own Eyes. Marvail not then, if you find 
ſome Micah or other, even with an whole Jude: 17. 
Houſe full of Gods; when once the Buttreſſes 
of Church and State are pulled down; men 
grow wondrouſly religious then preſently. 
Then; if there be any need of any, you 
may find Prieſts in every Corner ;” Or if 
not, yet every one hath the power of Ordi- 
nation in his own hands. Any of his Sons or 
Servants, may he conſecrate to that office, 
when he pleaſeth. And none ſhall be 
found ſo vile, but he ſhall be accounted 
worthy enough to dilcharge the moſt ſacred fer- 
vices of the Sanctuary. 

When there is once no Kmg in Iſrael, no Judg. 18. 
marvail then, to hear of many Micahs Hou- Tot a 
tes robbed ; many Laifhes plundered and j,4,. is. 
undone ; many Wives and Daughters raviſh-% 25 
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ed; many great and mighty Families like 
that of Benjamin, brought to ruine. _ All 
theſe things were once done in {rael, when 
there was no Xing there, but every one 
did that which was Right m his own Eyes. 
That Right, was ſummum jus, no doubr. 
And all thele things were once done in 
England too, God grant they may never be 
done lo again ; when there was no Amg 
nor Nobles left to fit at the Stern : but all 
thoſe Pillars of Church and State were pul- 
led down, which ſhould have kept up both 
from ſuch Confuſtons. : 

Indeed, every way great is the bleſſing 
and benefit of good men in great Places, 
For | 

Firſt, Such will be careful, even out of 
Conſcience, to preſerve the juit Rights and 
Liberties of thole that are of inferiour ua- 
lity; and to break the Teeth of Oppreſſors. 
And there is nothing in the World that 
hath a more Natural Tendency towards the 
general Ruine of any Nation, than the Inva- 
fron of the juſt Rights and Liberties of the 
Populacy; and when Oppreſſors can, with» 
out fear of Punifhment , grind the faces of 

ole 
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thoſe that are of inferiour rank. 

For this naturally begets Hatred and Re- 
venge in thoſe- that ſuffer wrong , againſt | 
choſe that dv it. Beſides, this naturally be- 
gets murmurinz and Repining againft the 
Higher Powers ; and men look upon them 
no longer as the Protefors and Defenders of 
their Rights and Liberties (as by the Laws 
of God and man they ought to be) but as 
ſo many Favourers or Abettors at leaſt, if 
not the Authors and Contyivers 'of- their mi- 
ſeries. "th __ 

And theſe Di/contents now, are nothing 
elſe but the Seeds of Sedition ſowen in 
mens minds, which when they have been 
once ſufficiently heated by mutual complaints, 
there wants nothing but opportunity to chip 
them, and then immediately they ſpring 
up into- open Rebellion, which puts all to the 
utmoſt Hazzard. 

But now, when good men ſtand at the 
Princes Elbow, ready to receive the com-' 
plaints of the oppreſſed, and to ds them right ; 
and to brow-beat, and (if that will not do). 
to break the teeth and arms of ſuch ſons of 
violence : this both prevents that wrong and 

GC £ injury 
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injury hat would otherwiſe be done, con- 
erves peace and friendſhip between man 
and man, .and both conciliates.and , confirms 
that Love and honour, that fear and Reye- 
rence, that is due from the Subjeft .to the 
Soveraign Powers. 

Secondly, Good men in great places, they 
do agmuch good by their Example, as they 
do by their Power and Intereſt. Yertue and 
Vice, the one is the Preſervative, the other is 
the Bane and Deſtrufion of States and King- 
doms. And every one knows that the one 
of thele (Yertue) is encouraged ; the other 
(Vice) is diſcouraged and daſh'd out of 
countenance, - much more by the Example 
of thoſe that are in power, than by all the 
wholſome Laws that the wit of man can. 
deviſe to make ---- Non fic ifleftere ſenſus 
Humanos edifta valent , ut Vita Regen- 


tum. 


In all Ages of the World, the Rationes 
boi & =.» have been the ame. - Ever 


fince Hoſes's time to this moment, the 


Decalogue hath been the conſtant ſtanding 
rule L. gob-: Obedience ; and thoſe Laws have 
the ſame Authority, and the ſame Sandton 

Y now. 
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now, that they had at fir/t. Bur in all Ages, 
you may obſerye, that mens carriage and 
deportment towards them have been diffe- 


rent, according to the Example that hath 


been given them, by thole thar were in the 
higheſt places. 

It the Kings of Tjrael and Judah would be 
Tdolaters ; why ſo would the moſt of their 
Subjets be too. But it they were careful to 
walk before the Lord in their integrity, 
their People then would keep ſome tolerable 
decorum in their manners allo. 

There is bur one mſtance only to the 
contrary, that doth art preſent occur to my 
thoughts; and that was in good Hezekiah's 
time. Which, by the way, lets you ſee, 
how neceſſary it is to the well-being of any 
Nation, that not only the Prince himlelf be 


good and yertuous, bur that his Nobles be- 


{o too. Otherwile his ſingle goodneſs and 
uprightnels may not be able to ſtave off 


judgments from his people : and conſe- 


quently , we may learn hence, what a 


Bleſſmg great men may be (the » peyioares. | 


I mean, though they be not the 0i-peyuro: 


the greateſt of all) if they be ſuch as they. 


ſhould. 
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ſhould be. And on the other fide, what 


a Plague and Peſt they may be to the 


Community, when the good Prince, for 
want of Better, is forced to make uſe of 
them. : 
I fay the Inſtance, that I was ſpeaking 
of , is in good Hezekiah's time. Who, 
though he himſelf was one of the beſt 
Kings that ever ſwayed the Jewiſh Scepter : 
yet he was yoaked with ſuch a Company 
of Princes and Nobles, as ſcarce a worle 
Charafter can be given to any, than that is 
which is given them, Mic. 3. 9, 10, 11. 
They did abhor judgment , and pervert all 
equity ; they built up Zion with blood, and 
Jeruſalem with miquity. The beads thereof did 
judge for reward, the Prieſts thereof did teach 
for hire, and the Prophets thereof did divine for 
money. No marvail therefore at that which 
follows. Therefore ſhall Zion for your ſake 
be plowed 4s a field, and Jeruſalem ſhall become 
heaps, and the mountain of the houſe as the high 
places of the forreſt. And if you ask me how 
I know this was in Hezekiah's time ; why 
the Prophiet Jeremy tells me ſo, Jer. 26. 
18. 
Beſides, 
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Beſides, thirdly, God is pleaſed ſometimes 
to prorogue and pur off the executions of his 
judgments upon ſinful Nations, which are 
othetwile ripe enough for ruine, for the fake 
of ſome few of thole that fear his name, 
eſpecially it thoſe _ be {uch as be &» 
umeeox3 ; luch as have power in their hands 1Tim-2.2. 
and zeal enough in their hearts to do ſer- 
vice for him anſwerable to their Power. The 
Sodomites were ripe for ruine, when as yet 
God would have ſpared them, - if there 
could but have been found ten righteous 
men amongſt them. And the deſtroying 
Angels, we know, could not execute that — _- 
commiſſion that they had againſt them, till 
righteous Lot was removed from them, Gen. 

I9. 22. 

Nay a time there was, when one ſuch 
good man, & vmezx7, that could, and would 
have executed judgment for God ; would 
have ſaved the City of Jeruſalem from de- 
ſtruction, Jer. 5. 1- Some good men there 
were in Jeruſalem at that time, there is no 
doubt. It is more than probable that Je- 
remy himſelf and Baruch were there. Bur 


alas ! they were poor Underlngs, men of 
| inferiour 
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inferiour rank, that had little or no Power 
and Intereftl. Alas ! they could not defend 
themſelves from the wrongs and injuries 
that were done unto them ; much leſs 
could they avenge upon others, thoſe daring 


abominations of theirs, that were haling Gods 


Judgments down -upon Church and 
State. 

_ . If there had been bur a few ſuch men 
among them, that could and would have 
executed judgment for God, as Phinehas did : 
they might have done more towards the 
reſcuing of all from ruine, than a great ma- 
ny Jeremies and Baruchs could do. 

They, like Noah, Daniel, and Job, might 
deliver their own ſouls by their Righteouſneſs 
(Ezek. 14. 20.) But it muſt be ſome Phi- 
nehas or other, ſome one or other &» vmesxy, 
that by executing judgment for God upon 
his Enemies, mult be able to ſtay a pub- 
lick Plague. 

The P/almiſt tells us, that there was a 
time, when God was lo far provoked a- 
gatnſt ſrael, upon their making of the 


| Molten Calf; that he was even reſolved up- 


on their deſtruction. And had certainly 
brought 
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brought it upon them , had not ' Moſes his 
choſen ſtood before him in the breach, to turn 
away his wrath , leſt he ſhould deſtroy them , 
P/a. 106. 23. Ay, here is a mai of God 
indeed, (as Moſes is called Dent. 33. 1.) 
here is a man of God indeed I lay, that can 
hold the hands of the Almighty, that can dare 
to put himſelt into the Breach, even when 
Heaven it ſelf is making the Aſſault. One that = 32: 
is fuch an Tjrael and Prince with God, hath 
ſuch Power with him, and Intereſt in him : ut 
on niſi Moſis permiſſu iraſci poſſet Deus, God 
cannot puniſh a Rehbellious people, over whom 
Moſes #s ſet (I ſpeak it with reverence) be- 
tore he have, as it were, asked Moles's leave 
to do fo. For {o you find he beſpeakshim ; 
Let me alone ({aith he) that my wrath may wax 
hot againſt them, that I may conſume them, Exod. 
4.10. 

; [ have now done with my Text ; andI 
ſhall eaſe you of the trouble of a longer 
attendance here, when I have ſpoken two 
words more. One of that Honourable perſon 
whole Corps is brought hither now to be 
Interred; the 'other 'to. you eſpecially of 
the higher Quality, who are mournful

For the- firſt, It was'mine unhappineſs 
(I confels) 'that I was one that had bur 
yery licde:perſonal Acquaintance with this | 
Noble Lord deceaſed. And that which adds 
to it, is this, that I have received no Tnſtru- 
ions (no, none in the leaſt) very neceſlary 
you- will all judge, upon luch an Occaſion, 


| I have received no InſtructionsI ſay, from 


thoſe that had: opportunity of knowing 


him better. Some of whom might have 


| been fo kind if they had pleaſed , as to 


have.imparted-/ome at Teaft of their Obſer- 
vations to me. For the want of which 
therefore, it will be bur a very lame and 
imperfect account, that I ſhall be able to give 
you, either of him or his Atings; unleſs 
any man will be ſo unreaſonable as to ex- 
pe&, that I ſhould ſpeak either by Fittion, 
which jn trath'is beneath me, or elle by Þiſpi- 
ration which is as much above me. 

Yet as the Sun in the Firmament caſts 
forth ſuch a brightnels by his Rayes, as 
that there is wone but is enforced to take ſome 
notice of it, "though they cannot to. well 
Philofophize about it, as' ſome others can, 

that 
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that have made it the ſubject of be ſtu 


dies: So this Honourable perſon , whoſe 
Corps hes: here. before us , did move in 
\uch an Orb, and did ſhine with ſo much 
Brightneſs in it ; as that no one can be {ach 
a ſtranger in this our J#ael, but he muſt 
of neceſſity , have heard ſomething of his 
Fame. 

His Birth uw Parentage was Noble 
and Honourable ; he being a ſecond ſon 
of the Illuſtrious Houle of Clare. And that 
is ſome Icentive to honourable underta- 


kings, to derive ones Pedegree from ho- 


nourable and yertuous Anceſtors. A great 


and noble mind will {corn:to difhonour them 
ſo far, asto debaſe it ſelfto unworthy A&- 
iN9s. 
"My Lord was Noble by Burth , and no 
doubthe knew it, . and did fer a due eftimate 
upon it... But withal he knew, that Nobt- 
lity by Patent alone, it was but Nobility in 
Parchment. And that a man of true honour, 
muſt 'have fomerhing more to-make hire 


honourable, than meetly his PrincesSFayour 


or Fancy. | 
He was careful Gin to __ his 
D 2 mind 
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mind with all ſoul-ennobling vertucs ; that fo 
he might reflect a greater honour upon his 
Family, than, that was which he. received 
from it, And that when it ſhould come to 
his own turn, his Prince might not ſer his 
Seal upon a Blank ; but the FHonour that he 
ſhould confer, upon him, it ſhould be as 
well the Reward of his own Deſert, as the 
Token and Pledye of his Princes Kindneſs. 

' And that is true honour indeed ; that 
which being © beſtowed contmtinds the 
judgment of the Prince, more than his Fancy, 
and makes the World to know, that he un- 
derſtands how to value men not by their fme 
Cloaths, or their handſom faces, or by the Re- 
commendation of other Grandees : but by their 
own real worth and vertue. So that indeed, 
{uch a perſon advanced to honour by his 
Prince, he doth at the ſame time advance 
bis Princes honowr, and not _ receives, but 


gives it. 


About 23 years old, in King James's 
tune, he was Chafay Member of Par- 
haments. for a Townin Cornwall, and after 
his being Married unto the Daughrer and 
Heirels Apparent of Sir Francis Any, - 
* [11S 
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this County, he was in four ſeveral Parlia- 
ments Choſen erincipal Burgeſs for this 
Town of Dorcheſter. Bur indeed, the ho- 
nour that we did him by chuling of him, 
was not comparable to that honour hedid 
us, in accepting of our ( hoice. The Prudence 
and Wiſdom, that he always manifeſted in 


thoſe Aflemblies; The conſtant zeal that 


he had for his Princes true Intereſt (though 
not always rightly underſtood) and for the 
Liberties of his Country ; his conſtant oppoſt 
tion againſt all Hmoyations in the Church, 
and againſt any thing that looked like a 
publick Grievance in the Common-weal : 
It did not only create him Honour and 
Renown among all good Proteſtants, and 
good Patriots ; bur it did derive ſome Honour 
alſo-upon this Place; as making the World 
to know, that We allo had-ſome ſentiments 
of thole vertues in our ſelves, for the lake of 
which we fo conſtantly made choice. of 


hin. 


He had once the unhappinels indeed, to 


falk under his Princes Diſpleaſurs; and yet 


none need much to wonder at it ; ſmce 
Kings ſee with other. mens Eyes, and bear with 


other: 
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other mens Ears ; and there never want thoſe 
about the Courts of Princes, who do envy 
and traduce that vertue in others, that they 
cannot, or will not imitate them ſelves. It is 
likely that ſotne ſuch perlons had miſrepre- 
ſented Mr. Holles to the King that then 
was; which might be the occalion of that 
ſhort diſpleaſure that was conceived againſt 
him. Bur that Excellent Prince was too wile 
to be long impoſed upon ; and it leems did 
quickly find cauſe to ſurceale any farther 
proſecution of that diſplealure. 

This I am certain of, that it was not 
long before Mr. Holles gave ſuch Teſtimo- 
ny of his.Loyalty to his Prince, , that the 41- 
timonarchical Party that then carried all be- 
fore them ' in the Houſe of Commons, 
quickly found that he was not for their Pur- 
poſe; and therefore turned hy out of Doors. 
Yea, (it I be not miltaken)) they made the

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now 1s, I am not able to declare. But the 
King it ſeems was ſo wel acquainted with it, 
and had ſuch a grateful Remembrance ot it : 
as that he thought that Orb that hitherto 
Mr. Holies rad moved in, was too low, and 
too little, for a tar of his ghd and influ- 
ence, At nd therefore advanced him into an 
Hizber ; firſt making him a Peer of the 
Realm, thin tiking him into his Honourable 
Privy-Council; and two ſeveral times em- 
ploying hi as his immediate Repreſentative 
to foreign States and Princes. Where he dil- 
charged his Truſt with that Prudence and 
diſcretion, and yet with that State and Gran- 
deur, as created him Honour at home , and 
Arai from abroad. 

One Inſtance of the Greatneſs of his i 
I cannot chuſe but remember. Ir is repor- 
ted of him, that when he was on his Em- 
baſſy in France, at his departure from thence, 


- that Kmg did offer him very rich and noble 
preſents ; ; which yet he abſolutely refuſed 


to receive : As ſcorning to accept any perſonal 
Kindneſs from thoſe hands, from which his 
Maſter, he thought, could not obtain j#- 
ſtice. A piece of e If-denying Grandeur this, 


that, 
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that, I think, cannot be often paral- 
lelFd. 

Let me add to all this, and above all this, 
that he was one that was as faithful to his 
God, as he was to his King and Country. One 
that ſtuck cloſe to the Reformed Religion, un- 
derſtood its Principles, well and thoroughly, 
profeſled and propugned them publickly, 
practiſed them Conſcientiouſly,lived and died 
in it, and if he had been called to jt, no 
doubt would have died for it. 

He was naturally of as high a ſpirit as 
the moſt daring Gallants of them all ; but yet 
he thought it not beneath him ( as ſome 
others do) upon his bended Knees daily to 
worſhip that God that made him. He 
would ſome times have thought ſcorn to 
run away from the proudeſt piece of morta- 
lity that treads on Earth, but he could ne- 
ver underſtand irto be any piece of valour 
or Gallantry, to run upon the Almighty. 

Prayers, and Tears, and Supplications, 
theſe he thought the moſt proper way of 
addreſſing himſelf by, to the eternal God ; 
but could geyer underſtand either the Va- 
lour or the Courtthip of thoſe Fools and 

Madmen 
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| Madmen (as he accounted them) that could 
dare the Almighty himſelf ro Dann them. 

In a word, look upon him which way 
you will, either as a (ounſeller to his Prince, 
or as a Patriot to his Country, or as a Chriſtian 
towards God: he was one, that in a moſt 
inauſpicacious time (as unto us) was. taken 
from us. ' We. of this Place (if it had been 
the will of God it ſhould be otherwile) 
could ill have ſpared his Patronage, whom 
we found always ready.upon all occaſions, 
to do us what good he could. The King, 
I am atraid, at this time eſpecially, could 
ill-have ſpared his Counſel; and the Church 
and State I am ſure, at this junfture of 4f- 
fairs, could very ill have ſpared that ſupport, 
that both very reaſonably might have ex- 
pected from him. 

But what ſhall we fay ? he had ſerved 
his Generation according to the will of 
God. And God law it time for him now to

receive the Reward of all WFServices, and 


therefore took him unto himſelf. I ſhall con-- 


clude all, in applying to him thoſe words 

that are ſpoken of holy David, 1 Chron. 29.

And having thus brought 
him to his Bed, we ſhall ſoftly draw the 
Curtains about him, and leave him ro an
